Unions, he said, are more and 
| more taking this high cost of medi- 
cal attention upon themselves. “Be- 
cause of the urgency of the prob- 
lem, the unions are developing 
their own voluntary health plans.” 


The doctors themselves realize. 
the average person cannot afford 
the luxury of sickness, Dr. Sanders 
said. “Reluctantly,” he adds, they 
have entered the field of voluntary 
| health plans such as Blue Shield 
| and Blue Cross hospitatization. 


While the voluntary health plans 
help lessen the burden, the doctor 
said, they still pay only a fraction 
Bee the total cost of hospitalized ill- 

ness. “Voluntary health insurance 
alone cannot do the job.” 

In citing deficiences in the volun- 
tary health plans as an answer to 
adequate medical coverage, Dr. 
Sanders said many people cannot 
afford to pay the monthly pre- 
miums~-for the plans. Nor do the 
voluntary plans provide preventive 
and periodic examinations. They 
cover but a fraction of the overall 
cost of a serious illness. 

The doctor told the group that 
the American’ Medical Association, 
in spending thousands of dollars to 
attack national health insuranee,. 
is holding up a necessary social in- 
novation. 

“The AMA, in its name-calling 
approach and refusal to discuss 
health insurance intelligently,” he 
said, “will not succeed in prevent- 
ing 150 million Americans from 
adopting an .intelligent method of 
prepayment for their medical care.” 

At best, he said, the AMA suc- 
ceeds in “distracting us from study 
and consideration of the very seri- 
ous and difficult problems, involved 
in @ major social innovation of this 
kind,” 

The doctor, welcoming open dis- 
cussion by labor groups of an adé- 
quate health program for the na- 
tion, said,~“full public discussion 
plays a vital part in hammering a 
sound, workable law out of a legis- 
lative proposal.”

KEEP YOUR STOVE CLEAN 

Your kitchen stove not only 
looks better when it is kept clean 
but it also gives you more eco- 
nomical service. A clean stove is 
necessary for full, even, efficient 
heat. 

Always wipe up spills and spat- 
ters promptly with a dry cloth. 
Grease comes off most easily when 
fresh and hot. Acid foods left on 
a stove may eat into enamel sur- 
faces or hasten rusting of metal. 

Wash the metal and porcelain 
parts of ranges frequently with a 
cloth moistened in warm suds of 
soap or detergent but don’t try to 
do this until after your stove is 
cool. After the stove cools off you 
can also brush out or even draw 
out with a vacuum cleaner the 
charred particles on burners or 
heating units or in the bottom of 
the oven, 


Clean out clogged gas burners 
with a metal wire after the gas 
is turned off. Never use a tooth- 
pick because it may break off. in 
the burner, 

To remove scorched-on grease in 
the oven apply a cloth saturated 
with diluted ammonia, ‘or set a 
dish of ammonia in the closed oven 
overnight to let the fumes loosen 
the soil. Then scour lightly with 
a very fine steel wool or fine 
scouring. powder and wipe off,

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FOOD OUTLOOK 

The Dept. of Agriculture says 
that over-all production this year 
is slightly larger than in 1951, but 
the increase is only large enough 
to keep up with the gain in popu- 
lation. 

During the next few months 
there should be somewhat larger 
Supplies of beef and veal, turkey, 
fluid milk, margarine, shortening, 
frozen fruit juices, and canned and 
frozen vegetables. However, there 
will be less pork, manufactured 
dairy products, including butter, 
some types of fresh and processed 
fruits, and sugar.

Calif. Vets Can Get 
Jobless Benefits 


Sacramento. — California veter- 
ans of the armed forces who had 
90 days of continuous service may 
be eligible for unemployment com- 
pensation payments under Title IV 
of the new Veterans’ Readjustment 
Assistance Act, but claims for the 
payments will not be accepted 
until after Oct. 14, James G. Bry- 
ant, director of the California De- 
partment of Employment, has an- 
nounced. 

The Department of Employment 
will be the Federal Government’s 
agent in taking and paying the 
new veterans’ unemployment com- 
pensation claims. Benefits payable 
under the new law are $26 a week, 
up to a maximum of $676. 

All unemployed veterans who 
have had service in the armed 
forces. on or after June 27, 1950, 
and have been discharged or re- 
leased under conditions other than 
dishonorable, are urged by Bryant 
to visit the Department of Em- 
ployment office in their home com- 
munity and register for work, That 
office is currently recruiting work- 
ers for many kinds of jobs, he 
declared. 

“We do not anticipate (a very 
large volume of. claims because of 
the current. needs for qualified 
workers,” the department head 
said. 

Bryant éxplained that it is im- 
portant for unemployed veterans 
to register with the local employ- 
ment. offices for jobs because Title 


IV of the act stipulates that ‘in | ¢ 


order to receive unemployment 
compensation payments a veteran 
must be registered for work, able 
to work, available for work, and 
unemployed beeause he cannot ob- 
tain a suitable job. In addition, 
the California law requires a 
claimant to be actively seeking 
work.

On Industry Scale 


Atlantic City (LPA)—Shedding 
an onion tear for the individual 
worker, the president of the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, Laurence 
F. Lee, launched an attack on 
industry-wide bargaining. 

Such bargaining, 
“seriously impaired the employee’s 
right to negotiate with his em- 
ployer.” As quoted in newspapers 
Sept. 12, Lee didn’t explain just 
how this is so. He was addressing 
the National Assn. of Life Under- 
writers, an employer group, or 
union, of the type that frequently 
engages in industry-wide bargain- 
ing on its side of the table against 
individual local union on the other. 

“In far too many instances,” de- 
clared Lee, “an employee must 
support the local and national un- 
ion leaders or be denied the right 
to work. By these tokens, the 


word ‘freedom’ becomes a myth, | <cemoemcesces: 


a word of irony, a lost value.” 

Lee didn’t explain this either, in 
reports of his speech, but presum- 
ably he meant that under a union 
shop an employee who refused to 
join would be out of a job, but 
that -without a union he could 
negotiate freely as an individual 
with his employer’s trade associa- 
tion. 

He also urged that the 180,000 
life insurance salesmen in. this 
country peddle the notion of “free 
private enterprise” in all homes 
they enter. He said if each agent 
made five home calls a day, five 
days a week, that theoretically 
225,000,000" persons would be con- 
tacted in a year.

In its appeal to the Supreme 
Court, the NLRB points out that 
Waugh had informed his employer 
of his union principles and sug- 
gested that papers to be picked up 
by him be carried outside the picket 
line, a suggestion that was fol- 
lowed for two days. On the third 
day, however, Waugh’s foreman 
ordered him to go through the line, 
saying “Otherwise, you are fired;

AFL Joins Protests 


On High Fees in 


Public Hospital 


San Francisco. — Marin County 
Central Labor Council has joined 
in condemning the directors of the 
new Marin General Hospital. Built 


‘with public funds, the hospital has 


turned out to be for the well to do 
only. And it has barred a cour- 
ageous doctor who favors compul- 
sory health insurance. 

The $2,600,000, 104-bed hospital 
is charging a minimum of $18 per 
day for a room—just the room. 
Yet the hospital was made possible 
by a bond issue which has raised 
county taxes seven cents per $100 
assessed valuation. So, while all 
the taxpayers are footing the bill, 
only the‘well-heeled can afford the 
services. i 

The board has refused Dr. Ru- 
dolph Wolff the privilege of treat- 
ing his patients at the hospital. He 
asked a public hearing, as provided 
by the hospital by-laws, so” the 
directors changed the by-laws. Fi- 
nally, labor pressure forced an 
agreement to hold an open hear- 
ing, but the board still has refused 
to say why his petition was turned 
down, as the by-laws permit re- 
fusal only for incompetence or 
malpractice. 


Said the Central Labor Council: 
“It is no Wonder the board would 
rather not admit Dr. Wolff. For 
years he has given service to pa- 
tients without considering the 
amount of fee charged. For years 
he has favored some form of com- 
pulsory health insurance—a very 
unpopular stand as stipulated by 
the American Medical Assn. For 
years, Dr, Wolff has been the only 
doctor in Marin County who would 
treat his patients under the need- 
ed Permanente plan. And he is 
against the political expressions of 
the AMA. But then, Dr, Wolff 
placed the interests of the people 
first. That type of idealism doesn’t 
seem to be what the board wants 
at the new Marin General Hos- 
pital.”
